SAINTS strengthened their 
position at the top of the 
Championship, after 
thumping Watford 4-0 at St 
Mary’s. 

Rickie Lambert’s penalty 
midway through the first-half 
had given Nigel Adkins’ men a 
slender lead at the interval. 

Another Lambert spot-kick 
doubled the advantage shortly 
after the restart, before Guly 
do Prado side-footed home a 
third. 

Substitute Lee Holmes, mak¬ 
ing his first league appearance 
since November 2010, added a 
fourth late on with a curling 
effort from 20 yards.

Without a past you’re the 
MK Dons, without a future 
you’re Portsmouth. 


Without Matt Le Tissier 
or Lawrie McMenemy, I 
doubt we’d have the foot¬ 
ball club we have today.

...or City’s season could implode 


JUST what was going 
through Carlos Tevez’s mind 
in Munich? 

His alleged refusal to take his 
place on the field of play against 
Bayern Munich on Tuesday night 
was one of the most selfish deci¬ 
sions I have ever seen.

West Ham, who he joined in 
August 2006, were investigated as 
to whether his signing was legal 
and a year later, having scored 
seven goals in 29 games, he 
moved to Manchester United. 

After two seasons at Old 
Trafford he crossed the divide. 

Could the shrewd Alex 


Ferguson have allowed the play¬ 
er to slip across the city knowing 
about Tevez and his domestic 
problems? 

I’m sure United will be look¬ 
ing on with a smug smile. 

I’m not sure the Welcome 
to Manchester billboard 
that so irked Ferguson 
when Tevez signed for City 
now has the same meaning! 

Tevez has had a huge 
impact since his arrival, 
with 53 goals in just 
91 appearances. 

But the very 
least City should 
expect for a 
reported pay 
packet of 

£250,000 a week 
is for Tevez to 
play for the 
team and sup¬ 
porters when 
requested by 
the manager. 

I’m sure the 
Plymouth play¬ 
ers battling to 
pay mortgages 


due to non-payment of wages 
are scratching their heads in 
amazement. 

I was convinced City 
would win the 
Premiership at the 
start of the season, 
but my only doubt 
was whether 

Mancini could han¬ 
dle the 

various egos that have 
been thrown togeth¬ 
er in a short space 
of time. 

The reports I’ve 
received suggest 
Mancini has had 
trouble in the dress¬ 
ing room in the last 
few months. 
Tevez’s desire to 
leave has been a 
worrying factor. 
His family prob¬ 
lems are well docu¬ 
mented as he 
requested a move to 
be near his children 
in July. 

A proposed £40m 


move to Corinthians came to 
nothing and although he was 
City’s joint top scorer last year he 
was stripped of the captaincy and 
slipped to fourth place in the 
strikers’ pecking order. 

He is not the only player to 
show dissent, with Mancini 
insisting Dzeko would be the last 
to moan about being replaced 
following his substitution in 
Munich. 

All in all, it was a disappointing 
night for City, following defeat by 
Bayern in a group game that 
could well decide their 
Champions League ambitions. 

Tevez’s infectious style of play 
may well have got City back in 
the game as 35 minutes still 
remained when he was called 
upon. 

But all Mancini got in response 
was a sideshow he and the club 
can do without. 

Instead of trying to prove his 
manager wrong, Tevez’s refusal 
to play, if proven to be true, has 
left an indelible stain not just on 
City but on English football.

ALEX Chamberlain is confident 
that he will be able to deal with 
the hostile environment of the 
north London derby should he 
be called in to action at While 
Hart Lane on Sunday. 

The former Saints starlet is push¬ 
ing for a place in Arsene Wenger’s 
starting line-up for this weekend’s 
hotly-anticipated clash at 
Tottenham after making an impres¬ 
sive start to his Arsenal career, 
writes JIM VAN WIJK. 

The 18-year-old became the 
youngest Englishman to score in the 
Champions League on Wednesday 
night when he grabbed the opener 
in the Gunners' 2-1 win over 
Olympiacos. 

Theo Walcott’s participation in the 
derby is in doubt after the 22-year- 
old suffered a knee injury in last 
Saturday’s 3-0 win over Bolton. 


And with games against 
Manchester United, Shrewsbury 
and Olympiacos under his belt, 
Oxlade-Chamberlain thinks he will 
be able to cope with the white- 
hot atmosphere in Sunday’s 
fixture if called upon to take 
Walcott’s place. 

“I have heard the boys 
say it’s a hostile environ¬ 
ment in the derby but it’s a 
new challenge for me. I am 
just going to keep taking it 
all in my stride and keep 
learning from everything I 
see,” Chamberlain said. 

“The one last season - the 3-3 
- that was a fantastic game 
and I think that epitomis¬ 
es the derby so it’s going to 
be exciting. I was at home watching 
it on TV supporting Arsenal, of 
course.” 

Chamberlain, who only made his 
professional debut in March 2010 as 


a 16-year-old, signed for the 
Gunners from Saints in a £12million 
move last month. 

The highly-rated winger has put 
himself in direct competition 
with Walcott for a place on 
the right flank after scor¬ 
ing in successive games - 
he had scored on his first 
start for Arsenal against 
League Two club 
Shrewsbury in the 
Carling Cup the week 
before netting on his 
opening Champions 
League start. 

But as a former Saints 
player himself, 

Walcott - who signed 
for the Gunners back 
in January 2006 - has been keen to 
strike up a friendship with 
Chamberlain and not make him his 
enemy. 

“I sit next to Theo in the dressing 


room and he has helped me along, 
especially when I came in as a new, 
young lad,” Chamberlain said. 

“He knew how I felt coming from 
Southampton. 

“I have been watching Theo 
because I have been playing on the 
wing at the moment and I am just 
trying to take from his game and 
learn from the stuff he does.” 

Assistant manager Pat Rice talked 
up Chamberlain’s potential after 
Wednesday’s victory, claiming the 
youngster is set for a bright future 
for club and country. 

The player himself is keen to stay 
grounded, however. 

“I don't know if I have staked a 
claim for a first-team place (by scor¬ 
ing against Olympiacos)," he said. 

“I know I have a lot of hard work 
to do and there are a lot of boys com¬ 
ing back from injury. 

“It’s going to be hard but if I have 
staked a claim, I am happy.”

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Glass to polish up Poole

FORMER Cherries star Jimmy Glass 
has joined the Poole Town revolution 
after linking up with the ambitious 
Dorset club as goalkeeping coach. 

Glass, who was first-choice stopper at 
Dean Court between 1996 and 1998, is 
working on a voluntary basis with 
Dolphins pair Nick Hutchings and Nic 
Jones, writes NEIL MELDRUM. 

He was co-opted by close friend and 
Poole assistant boss James Wood and 
spends one night a week at Tatnam 
with the newly-promoted Southern 
League outfit. 

Glass, who runs Wimborne Taxis, 
had his appetite for the game rekindled 
after watching his nine-year-old son 
Jack play youth football for Lytchett 
Red Triangle. 

“Since I quit playing about 10 years 
ago, I hadn't done any coaching 
because it wasn't something that really 
appealed to me,” he explained. 

“My son has been playing for the past 
couple of years and I thought I should 


be doing a bit of coaching. If I'm honest, 
I didn't really fancy coaching kids 
because you have to deal with the par¬ 
ents and, from what I've seen on a 
Sunday, they can be a handful! 

“James said Poole were looking for a 
goalkeeping coach and I thought why 
not. I have got all these years of experi¬ 
ence as a professional keeper and I am 
enjoying passing it on. The coaching I 
had as a pro was quite limited." 

Hit the headlines 

Glass hit the headlines when he 
famously scored a last-minute winner 
to keep Nigel Pearson’s Carlisle United 
in the Football League in 1999. 

Since hanging up his gloves at 27, he 
has published a book - One Hit Wonder: 
The Jimmy Glass Story - which charts 
his eventful life. 

Explaining his decision to work for 
Poole for nothing, Glass said: “I never 
really felt like your average footballer 


and always asked more questions than 
I probably should have. I have got a 
love for the game and am not in it for 
the money. 

“If I had wanted to make money out 
of it, I would have done it a long time 
ago and would be charging kids £20 an 
hour. If it ever were to become a job 
and I were to coach at a higher level, it 
would be different. 

“I like what Poole are doing and what 
they are about. I like the way they have 
applied themselves in a higher league 
and how they are trying to get them¬ 
selves back to where they once were as 
a club. If people are making loads of 
money and want to pay me, that would 
be great. But for a non-League team, 
the money is important to them and 
can be better spent elsewhere. 

“I'm just happy with what I'm doing. 
I enjoy coaching the keepers, I go to 
watch them when I can and I enjoy 
watching my son play. It's great to get 
the boots and gloves back on!” 



JIMMY Glass believes some 
Cherries supporters are wrong 
to point the finger at ex-Saints 
keeper Darryl Flahavan for the 
club’s indifferent start to the 
season. 

Summer signing Flahavan has 
come under fire from a section of 
the fan-base since replacing con¬ 
tract rebel Shwan Jalal as Cherries’ 
number one, writes NEIL 
MELDRUM. 

The 32-year-old ex-Southend stop¬ 
per has experienced mixed fortunes 
since boss Lee Bradbury gave him 
the nod ahead of Jalal following a 
pre-season joust. 

But while 

Flahavan has been 
part of a team that 
has the third worst 
defensive record in 
League One, Glass 
says he should not 
be the man to 
carry the can. 

First choice at 
Dean Court 

between 1996 and 
1998, Glass, who lined up at Wembley 
for Cherries, made more than 100 
appearances for the club and now 
runs Wimborne Taxis. 

He said: “As much as keepers are 
very important, it is very rare they 
will be the cause of your problems. 
Clubs that struggle generally do so 
because they don’t score enough. 

“I listen to most games on the radio 
so I’ve got a gist of what’s going on. 

“From what I’ve heard, they are 
getting into good positions but not 
taking their chances. 

“ You could have Peter Schmeichel 
in goal but, if you keep missing 
chances, he wouldn’t make a differ¬ 


ence. 

“Unfortunately, it is the nature of 
football to look at the goalkeeper 
when things aren’t going well. It is 
also a measure of the manager and 
how he responds to it. I watched Jalal 
a couple of times last season and Flav 
has been around for a while. 

“From reading between the lines, I 
think Jalal probably didn’t do himself 
any favours in the contract talks. 

“If they are not playing him because 
he wouldn’t sign a contract then that 
goes against the team. But if he was 
too demanding then that would have 
gone against him.” 

Glass also thinks Cherries support¬ 
ers may have been spoiled by the 
achievements of the 
past three seasons - 
an heroic escape 
from relegation, 
promotion to 
League One and a 
play-off near miss. 

He added: “The 
supporters have 
had it good for a 
couple of seasons. 
The reality is that 
they are not a mas¬ 
sive club and they don’t have massive 
finances. In some ways the chairman 
has come in and done a very good job. 

“I think the supporters need to 
show a bit of patience because it was 
always going to be a tough season. 
They sold a few of their key players 
and the club doesn’t appear to have 
the money to replace them. Football 
is tough on clubs that don’t have 
strong finances. 

“(Eddie) Mitchell has steadied the 
ship and the finances are probably 
looking better. I know supporters pay 
their money and are entitled to their 
say, but a little more patience is 
required.”

THE Championship is proving 
to be a fantastic division. 

The fact that Saints are winning 
is of course helping football fans in 
this area to enjoy it all the more, 
but even without that it has made 
a refreshing change. 

No disrespect to League One, 
which had its moments, but the 
Championship is a massive step up 
in class. In some respects it is very 
much like the Premier League was 
before the massive wages, bloated 
egos and huge influx of foreign 
players. 

That huge influx of foreign play¬ 
ers has forced much of the best 
British talent down to the 
Championship which is why that 
division now seems so good to our 
eyes. 

It still has some of the blood and 
thunder elements that League One 
did, what some would refer to as 
‘proper football,’ but it also man¬ 
ages to incorporate a huge amount 
of talent and skill. 

The level of play is superb. 

Very few teams play long ball, 
instead having the calibre of play-

ers that can thrive in getting the 
ball down and passing it. 

When Saints were the big boys of 
League One, sides would come 
down to St Mary’s and look to shut 
the game down. 

They would defend deep, get men 
behind the ball and just try and 
spoil, knowing to go toe-to-toe with 
Saints was likely to end in defeat, 
and possibly a heavy one. 

There is not a bit of it in the 


Championship. Nobody is scared 
of anybody. 

Teams go out there and believe 
they can win matches. 

They still have the work ethic 
but with so many top quality play¬ 
ers, many just dropped out of top 
flight clubs as well, the standard of 
individual players and teams is 
very high. 

And the most wonderful thing of 
all - you genuinely have no idea 


what result you are going to see 
when you turn up at a ground. 

People say that in the Premier 
League you know that most of the 
time the top teams will always 
beat ones lower down the scale, 
and as a result the times the also- 
rans face each other is often bor¬ 
ing because the points are so vital 
that teams are afraid of pushing 
forward for getting caught out. 

Even in League One, where you 
always have a few big clubs that 
have slipped down, you can often 
be pretty confident of predicting 
who was going to win when those 
sides are in action. 

In the Championship, though, 
you genuinely don’t have a clue, 
and it’s hard to see that changing 
over the course of the season, even 
as teams get embedded towards 
the top or the bottom of the league. 

Saints have been involved in 
some cracking games already this 
season. 

It has become clear that this will 
be a gruelling season, such are the 
added demands on players as com¬ 
pared to League One. 

But it looks like being an 
absolute belter.

specialists? 


WHY on earth were England 
playing two random Twenty20 
games against the West Indies 
at the end of September? 

The schedule is utterly puz¬ 
zling and ridiculously busy. 

Watching Andy Flower trying 
to get his head around yet 
another format of the game, 
and against yet another team 
within such a short space of 
time, got Adam Rant to think¬ 
ing. 

We now have different cap¬ 
tains and different teams for 
each format of the game - 
Tests, one day internationals 
and Twenty20s. 

Why not coaches as well? 

Flower, pictured, is 
no doubt doing a 
good job and 
might not want to 
relinquish any 
roles, but surely 
when he goes the 
time is right to give 
it some thought. 

A specialist coach or manag¬ 
er for each side only seems to 
make sense.

The ex-England international first¬ 
ly turned out on Sunday afternoon 
for the Ex-Saints XI in the Help for 
Heroes charity fund-raiser at 
Eastleigh’s Silverlake Stadium (see 
pages 4/5). 

Then he was part of the Sky Soccer 
Saturday theatre production which 
took place at Southampton’s 
Mayflower Theatre later that 
evening. 

A capacity crowd of around 2,400 
turned up to watch Merson, Saints 
legend Matt Le Tissier, Phil 
Thompson and Charlie Nicholas 
take part in the first such production 
of its kind outside the Sky studios. 

Regular presenter Jeff Stelling was 
also there, and show organiser Mike 
Osman, the lifelong Saints fan and 
entertainer, was delighted at how the 
evening went. 

“It was absolutely fantastic,” he 
said. 

“You never know how these things 
will go, especially as this was the 
first time the programme had ever 
been tried out on a stage before.

MENTOR Alan Curtis has 
revealed Shaun 

MacDonald’s “unbelievable 
talent” earned him the 
nickname ‘Zidane’ among a 
host of Premier League 
stars at Swansea. 

Former Saints star Curtis 
helped nurture the midfielder 
through the ranks at the Welsh 
club and was one of the coaches 
MacDonald sought advice from 
before he decided to join 
Cherries last month. 

MacDonald, who also worked 
with Curtis in the Wales set up, 
has shown glimpses of his 
undoubted quality during four 
appearances for Lee Bradbury’s 
men. 

The 23-year-old, who could 
eventually cost the club around 
£150,000, was aiming to return at 
Tranmere this weekend after 
missing the past three games 
due to a toe injury. 

Curtis, who made 50 appear¬ 
ances for Saints between 1983 
and 1986 after joining from 
Swansea, said: “Shaun has fan¬ 
tastic ability and was as techni¬ 
cally gifted as any other player 
while he was here. 


“We have got a host of different 
nationalities and Shaun was on 
a par with all of them. 

“The players at Bournemouth 
will soon realise his ability is 
almost second to none. 

“I know it was a big gamble for 
Bournemouth in terms of the 
outlay but they have got a fan¬ 
tastic young player on their 
hands who is going to get better 
and better. 

“I hope he gets back soon 
because it is important to estab¬ 
lish yourself quickly when you 
go to a new club. 

Difficult decision 

“We do an exercise here which 
is all about keeping possession 
and the other players called him 
Zidane because he never gave 
away the ball. 

“If he did, there was something 
wrong somewhere and either 
someone else had made a bad 
pass or the groundsman needed 
sacking!” 

MacDonald, the most-capped 
Wales under-21 international in 
history, opted to sever ties with 
his hometown club just weeks 
after Swans had returned to the 
Premier League. 


He first joined the club as a six- 
year-old in soccer schools run 
by Curtis. 

“I have known him a long 
time,” said Curtis. “I know we 
are a Premier League club but it 
was just a question of Shaun not 
quite being able to break 
through into the first team. 

“There was a realisation that 
he was probably going to have to 
move to progress his career. 

“It was a difficult decision for 
him but we all felt that 
Bournemouth was a well-run 
club and they try to play football 
the right way. Sometimes, you 
have got to step back a bit before 
you can go forward again. 

“He suffered a little here 
because he played wide right or 
left when he was in the first 
team and is probably better as a 
central midfielder. 

“He is equally as talented play¬ 
ing at centre-half and was man 
of the match when he played at 
the back in a few reserve games. 

“He is such a creative player 
and that will soon become 
apparent once he gets a run of 
games for Bournemouth. 

“His performances will help 
the team get stronger and 
stronger.”

Parry’s men forced the issue late on, 
before an Adam McGurk drive flew 
narrowly wide from distance. 

Shaun Cooper then did well to 
divert a Jose Baxter rocket off target 
after the Rovers man had met a free- 
kick with a powerful strike. 

Earlier, Cherries’ best chances of a 
tight encounter had fallen to Wes 
Thomas and Marc Pugh. Thomas, 
who also had a decent heading oppor¬ 
tunity, saw a goalbound shot blocked 
from close range, while Pugh failed to 
hit the target just before half-time 
from 12 yards. 

Cherries boss Lee Bradbury revert¬ 
ed to his preferred away 4-1-4-1 for¬ 
mation, with Cooper shielding the 
back four and Thomas the lone strik¬ 
er. 

Injured Mathieu Baudry was 
replaced at the heart of the Cherries 
defence by fit-again captain Adam 
Barrett, while recent recruit 
Stephane Zubar was handed his full 
debut. Player-assistant manager 
Steve Fletcher dropped to an attack¬ 
ing bench that included three front¬ 
men. 



The first opportunity fell to 
Tranmere on 14 minutes. Cherries 
were fortunate not to find themselves 
behind when Everton loan man 
Baxter missed from close range. 
McGurk beat Purches on the flank 
and after his low cross-shot had been 
partially cleared by Barrett, Baxter 
failed to hit the target. 

Cherries tested Owain Fon 
Williams for the first time on 26 min¬ 
utes, Jaime Peters’s volley proving 
straightforward for the Rovers keep¬ 
er. 

But it was the hosts who were 
enjoying the better of the opening 
exchanges and they came within 
inches of scoring moments later. A 
swift attack stretched Cherries and 
McGurk’s drilled cross left Darryl 
Flahavan in no man’s land as it took 
a big deflection off Zubar and clipped 
the crossbar. 

Particularly dangerous from set- 
pieces, Rovers were denied by an 
excellent Barrett block when Ian 
Goodison took too long over a 
promising shooting opportunity fol-

lowing a free-kick. 

Steven Gregory, playing in an 
advanced midfield role, saw an effort 
blocked, while Baxter fired wide. 

Despite Tranmere enjoying the 
better of the chances, Cherries 
could have taken the lead seven 
minutes before the interval. A 
trademark corner routine saw 
Gregory step over Scott Malone’s 
delivery for the arriving Thomas to 
shoot, only for his goalbound effort 
to ricochet clear in a crowded penal¬ 
ty area. 

Having steadily grown into the 
game, Cherries, trying to play out 
from the back, were warming to the 
task and missed a glorious opportuni¬ 
ty just before the break. Latching on 
to a loose ball 15 yards out, Pugh 
should have done better when curl¬ 
ing high over the Rovers crossbar. 

Finishing the half well on top, 
Cherries saw a penalty appeal waved 
away by referee Andy Haines after a 
Purches cross had appeared to hit 
David Buchanan’s arm. 

In a frantic opening to the second 


period, Cherries came flying out of 
the traps. 

Tranmere were forced to hurriedly 
clear after Fon Williams had palmed 
away a testing Malone cross. 

Peters then fired straight at the 
Rovers keeper from 20 yards after 
collecting a sweeping Pugh pass. 

While Cherries were looking bright 
down the left through Malone and 
Pugh, Tranmere also took the chance 
to get on the front foot. 

And having earlier seen claims for a 
penalty turned down after Malone 
had challenged Lucas Akins, Rovers 
were again unhappy when the refer¬ 
ee ruled in Cherries’ favour after an 
Akins cross had appeared to hit 
Zubar’s arm. 

With the game now a much more 
open affair, Goodison scooped over 
from close range before Thomas 
headed straight at Fon Williams fol¬ 
lowing a pinpoint cross from Pugh. 

Flahavan gathered at the second 
attempt from Enoch Showunmi’s 
acrobatic volley before his opposite 
number did the same from a Gregory 
drive. 

A bursting run from Baxter almost 
earned its reward when he latched on 
to a Showunmi flick, but Flahavan 
was equal to the low shot. 

With Rovers pressing, Akins was 
next to test Flahavan after profiting 
from a superb pass over the top from 
McGurk. 

Manager Bradbury resisted the 
temptation to throw on a second 
striker when he replaced Thomas 
with Ryan Doble on 77 minutes. 

Cherries, on the back foot in the 
closing stages, were grateful to 
Purches as he cleared an Ash Taylor 
header off the line. 

McGurk saw a 25-yard drive fly nar¬ 
rowly wide as he tried his luck before 
Cooper did excellently to ensure 
Baxter’s drive failed to reach 
Flahavan.

DANNY Pugh marked his second home debut 
for Leeds with a goal as Simon Grayson’s 
men finally put their defensive frailties to one 
side to beat Portsmouth. 

United’s defence is notoriously porous and 
arguably cost them promotion last season, 
while it has been little better this time around, 
with a number of combinations failing to return 
a clean sheet prior to today. 

But Grayson stumbled across the right for¬ 
mula this afternoon - although Greg Halford 
did go close to scoring for Pompey - and 
Pugh’s 14th-minute header, his first since 
returning to the club from Stoke after five 
years away, helped extend Leeds’ unbeaten 
run to four games. 

They are now perched just outside the play¬ 
offs - having played a game fewer than every¬ 
one else - but the situation is not so pleasant 
for Portsmouth.

Leeds’ defensive record over the last 18 
months has been so poor that even chairman 
Ken Bates voiced concerns about it in mid¬ 
week, and Grayson’s response was to recall 
the previously-ostracised full-back Paul 
Connolly for a first appearance in a month. 

Portsmouth also made a change on the 
back of recent performances, with goalkeeper 
Jamie Ashdown’s blunder against 
Peterborough seeing him lose his place at the 
expense of Stephen Henderson. 

Grayson’s decision to extend an olive 
branch to Connolly was vindicated early on, 
with his more experienced presence allowing 
Scotland winger Robert Snodgrass, no longer 
having to lie deep with rookie Tom Lees, to 
flourish. 

Everything Leeds did early on went through 
Snodgrass, and his ninth-minute cross laid on 
the first opportunity, with Joel Ward digging 
the ball out as Andy Keogh looked set to 
pounce. 

Snodgrass then skipped past Tal Ben Haim 
and worked his way into the box to produce a 


cutback that looked to have allowed Ross 
McCormack to score for the seventh league 
game in a row but Greg Halford’s block sent 
the ball behind. 

Portsmouth put the subsequent cor¬ 
ner straight back out for anoth¬ 
er one and from it, Pugh 
struck. 

Having scored five goals 
inside a month of signing 
for the club in 2004, the 
home fans were well 
aware of his prowess in 
the area, and he dis¬ 
played it once more as he 
lost Halford eight yards out 
and headed in Snodgrass’ 
centre. 

Leeds continued to impress after the goal, 
with Snodgrass driving just wide of the post 
after a 60-metre run on the back of Andy 
Lonergan’s quick throw, before the same play¬ 
er worked an angle for Pugh who saw an 
effort blocked by Halford.

THE head of the Lawrie 
McMenemy Centre of Football 
Research based at Solent 
University in Southampton 
insists Sir Alex Ferguson was 
“wide of the mark” to criticise 
the role of television in the 
sport this week. 

Ferguson freely admits he’s a 
“confrontational” person, and he 
obviously likes winding people up 
with his mind games. 

Nothing wrong with that; the psy¬ 
chology of football management is 
highly complex and no doubt he has 
won more than few trophies off the 
back of it. 

After all, who can forget his words 
riling Kevin Keegan into his infa¬ 
mous ‘I’d love it’ rant against 
Ferguson back in the mid 1990s? 

But even by Fergie’s standards, he 
surpassed himself this week in what 
was his first major interview for the 
BBC for almost a decade. 

Talking about the role of television 
in today’s game, he said: “When you 
shake hands with the devil you have 
to pay the price. Television is God at 
the moment. 

Fergie bristled that broadcasters 
had “too much power”. 

“It shows itself quite clearly 
because when you see the fixture 
lists come out now, they can pick 
and choose whenever they want the 
top teams on television. 

"You get some ridiculous situa¬ 
tions when you're playing on 
Wednesday night in Europe and 
then at lunchtime the following 
Saturday. 

“You ask any manager if they 
would pick that themselves and 
there'd be absolutely no chance.” 

For Ferguson to complain about 
the role of television in football 
these days almost beggars belief. 

It would be interesting to see 
whether his bosses at Old Trafford 
agree with him, or in fact whether 
any football chairman/chief execu¬ 
tive would agree with him. 

One man who does disagree is 
Dr Richard Elliott, pictured 
right, director of the LMCFR 
based at Solent University. 

“Usually when Sir Alex 
Ferguson has anything to say 
most of the football world 
listens, because he is a very 
wise man,” said Dr Elliott.

Elliott admits that the television 
money has totally changed the foot¬ 
balling landscape in this country. 

“It’s hard to look back and see just 
how much the money has trans¬ 
formed the game. 

“Television has helped provide the 
revenue for clubs to improve their 
facilities, and also provided the 
revenue for clubs to bring in 
some of the best players 
in the world. 

“No one could 
argue that foot¬ 
ball now is in a 
far healthier 
state than it 
was 20 years 
ago, even 10 
years ago 

and possibly 
even five 


years ago. 

“Back in the 
1980s you only 
had live games 
on a Sunday. 

“BBC and 

ITV were the 
only two 

broadcasters, 
and you have the 
remember that 
football was on 
its knees at the 
time. 

“We’d had three 
big disasters - the 
Bradford fire and 
Heysel in 1985 and 
Hillsborough four 
years later. 

“It took the introduc¬ 
tion of the Premiership 
and Sky TV to kickstart 
the process.” 

Dr Elliott carried on: 
“If you want to take the 
television money, you 
have to take the rough 
with the smooth. 

“If sure the chairmen 
at Southampton and 
Brighton, two local 
clubs at the top of the 
Championship, would¬ 
n’t be complaining 
about the fixtures 
being changed if they 
were in the 
Premiership next 
season.”

“But in this case he was wide of 
the mark. 

“Since the advent of the Premier 
League in 1992, and the introduction 
of satellite television, there is now 
so much money for the top clubs 
and Manchester United have bene¬ 
fited from that more than anyone 
else. 

“Last season they earnt around 
£60m from television, compared to 
someone like Blackpool who earnt 
about half that figure. 

“All Premier League clubs do very 
well because of the collective deal 
for TV rights, but Manchester 
United do better than everyone else 
because they are the biggest ticket. 

“They have the biggest global 
appeal. 

“It will be easier to sell a 
Manchester United game in some¬ 
where like Singapore then if you 
were trying to sell a Blackpool one. 

“Three factors combined to make 
United not only the footballing force 
they have become, but also the eco¬ 
nomic force they have become. 

“First, you had the creation of the 
Premier League in 1992, then the 
huge gamble that BskyB took in 
climbing into bed with football and 
the Premier League. 

“You have to remember that at the 
time BskyB were making huge loss-

Dr Elliott said: “There have been vari¬ 


ous ideas mooted over the years. 

“I heard someone say once that you 
will day be able to watch all your club’s 
league games in a season live via a cer¬ 
tain subscription package, but nothing 
came of that. 

“Then there was pay per view, but that 
has never really worked in football. 

“I don’t see where else you could put 
football on television now. 

“I would say the future is football on 
other media - possibly tablets and 
mobile phones, which would make foot¬ 
ball even more accessible 

“Earlier this season the first ever FA 
Cup tie was streamed live on Facebook, 
and I remember an England internation¬ 
al was streamed live on the FA’s own 
website a few years ago after Setanta col¬ 
lapsed.” 

There are many things about football 
in the 21st century I do not like, com¬ 
pared to when I was growing up in the 
late 70s and early 80s. 

But one thing it is impossible to moan 
about is the amount of football available 
on the box. 

Yes, you could argue there is too much 
of it, but no-one is being forced to watch 
any of it. 

Sometimes, when I’m in the Echo office 
working on a Sunday, I can break away 
from my computer screen and watch a 
live Premiership game at lunchtime, 
another at 4pm and then in the evening a 
live game from La Liga in Spain. 

Overkill? Probably, but if you like foot¬ 
ball - and, it has to be said, don’t have 
much of a social or family life - then it’s 
great. 

Compared to what we had back in the 
early 80s - a situation where the only 
live games shown in any season were the 
FA Cup final, European club competi¬ 
tion finals, and internationals. 

Not even the League Cup final was ever 
shown live, let alone FA Cup or League 
Cup semi-finals (let alone Johnstone’s 
Paint Trophy semi-finals!). 

Now kids growing up in this country 
have superb access to live football, and 
that can only be good for the game. 

Can’t it? 

Anyway, what is beyond any reason¬ 
able doubt is that the cathode ray tube 
‘Devil’ has been good for Manchester 
United, who in 1991/92 had a turnover of 
just over £20m, compared to their cur¬ 
rent turnover of around £300,. 

And I certainly wouldn’t expect anyone 
associated with the champions to com¬ 
plain about television’s influence at 
their club. 

Certainly not the manager who has 
benefited so enormously from it.

A Life Too Short: The 
Tragedy of Robert Enke

Most young boys who have ever 
played the game have also, often for 
just the briefest of moments, consid¬ 
ered what it would be like to live the 
professional football dream. 

It’s an unattainable aspiration for all 
but the very best, although this fact 
rarely dampens youthful ambition until 
the stark realisation that it’s never 
going to happen finally hits home. 

German international goalkeeper 
Robert Enke was fortunate enough to 
make it to the very top, but beset by 
depression, in November 2009, he 
committed suicide aged just 32. 

Enke’s young daughter had died 
from a heart defect three years earlier, 
but he appeared to have recovered 
from this tragedy and, after breaking 
into the German national team, 
seemed assured of a place in the 
country’s 2010 World Cup squad. 

To outsiders, it appeared implausible

that a man apparently with the world 
at his feet could possibly suffer from 
depression, but Ronald Reng, Enke’s 
friend of several years standing, 
reveals that the ‘keeper had suffered 
for a number of years. 

He points out that more people die 
from depression-related suicides each 
day than from road accidents, a reve¬ 
lation which suggests that the depres¬ 
sion which affected both England foot¬ 
baller Stan Collymore and England 
cricketer Marcus Trescothick is not as 
isolated as we may think. 

It transpires that Robert Enke want¬ 
ed to write a book about depression 
when he retired from football. 
Accordingly, he kept a diary, which he 
shared with Reng, though the author 
admits he has omitted some of the 
more traumatic entries. 

The overwhelming majority of top¬ 
flight footballers grow accustomed to 
handling big-match pressure, but 
clearly, despite the enormous financial 
rewards which are now an integral part 
of the game, some are haunted by the 
terror of depression. 

This story won’t stop young boys 
dreaming, but it may just help that 
handful of established stars who expe¬ 
rience depression’s terrifying, debilitat¬ 
ing, affects.

WINCHESTER City punished 
depleted Blackfield & Langley 
6-0 this afternoon to complete 
a Sydenhams Premier Division 
double over the troubled 
Watersiders. 

With Winchester’s Leigh Mills 
unavailable and Blackfield’s 
Charlton Clarke ill, both sides were 
minus a skipper and influential 
centre half. 

It was the visitors who forced the 
first corner after six minutes - 
Warren Hunt sneaking in at the 
back post to meet Ashley Johnson’s 
delivery but hitting a first time shot 
straight at keeper Ryan Gosney. 

Winchester then released Jamie 
White with a long through ball and 
the ex-Saint was floored by Scott 
Sampson. The big defender was 
booked and City made a hash of the 
free kick. 

On 15 minutes another of City’s 
ex-Saints, Mike Byrne, bundled 
Ben’yela Ngwa off the ball at the 
expense of a penalty. 

Winchester must have feared the 
worst when Blackfield’s master 
marksman Hunt stepped up to the 
spot but Gosney dived the right 
way and saved at his bottom right- 
hand corner. 

Four minutes later Johnson’s 
misplaced pass let in Graham 
Lindsey but the Blackfield man was 
bailed out by keeper John Howard. 

With little to choose between the 
sides, half chances followed at 
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either end until Winchester drew 
first blood on 32 minutes. 

New signing Adam Roberts 
escaped down the left and played in 


Tom Dunford. He crossed to the 
back post where Charlie Smeeton 
knocked it down for WHITE to fire 
home his first goal for the club. 

White almost got a second on 37 
minutes but the ball bounced off 
keeper Howard and Johnson 
cleared the danger. 

By now Winchester were domi¬ 
nant and WHITE made it two on 41 


minutes with another predatory 
finish after Smeeton had done bril¬ 
liantly to get back on his feet and 
deliver after being challenged on 
the right of the area. 

Blackfield made a change of keep¬ 
er at half-time, bringing on veteran 
Steve May to release Howard to 
play out-field in place of Danny 
Horrell. 

It took just two minutes for May 
to be beaten by a crisp CHRIS 
MASON strike after Smeeton had 
done well to keep the ball in and lay 
it back from the right by-line. 

City threatened to score more 
through Smeeton and White before 
Gosney protected their 3-0 lead 
with another excellent save to foil 
Hunt who unleashed a dipping shot 
on the turn from the edge of the 
box. 

But on 63 minutes Blackfield were 
again pulled wide open at the back 
with White teeing up MASON to 
beat May with another precision 
finish. 

It got worse for Blackfield in the 
closing stages. With only one sub, 
May, available, they had to play 
the last 20 minutes with ten men 
after Glen Knight had gone off 
injured. 

City punished them again on 74 
minutes when WHITE beat May 
from an acute angle on the right to 
complete his hat-trick. 

Ex-Eastleigh mid-fielder Mason 
tried to match White goal-for-goal 
but sent one long-range effort over 
and drilled another behind. 

At one stage the Watersiders were 
down to nine men when Ngwa went 
off for treatment. 

In the second minute of injury 
time Winchester substitute DOM 
ALLEN rubbed salt in the visitors’ 
wounds by firing in City’s sixth. 


HAVANT & WATERLOOVILLE 4 SHOLING 1 
SHOLING crashed out of the FA Cup at Havant & 
Waterlooville after kick-off was delayed in bizarre circum¬ 
stances, writes SIMON WALTER. 

Several Havant officials had to level the goal-line with 
shovels and a heavy roller when sharp-eyed referee Ian 
Crouch revealed that one of the Westleigh Park crossbars 
was not the correct height. 

Once the officials were happy, Sholing were well beaten 
by their Blue Square South opponents, who go into 
Monday’s draw for the third qualifying round. 

Havant captain Lee Peacock and winger Craig Braham- 
Barrett had both gone close before midfielder Steve 
Ramsey drove the home side into a 26th minute lead. 

RAMSEY fired across goal and into the bottom corner 
after Sholing had failed to clear their lines. 


The closest Sholing came to scoring in the first half was 
when Havant defender Sam Pearce’s 25-yard chip nearly 
beat his own goalkeeper.

EASTLEIGH ended Cinderford’s unbeaten away 
record this season with a 3-1 victory, writes MAL¬ 
COLM CLARKE. 

Eastleigh, seeking to win a place in the third quali¬ 
fying round of the FA Cup for the sixth successive 
season, recalled Billy Tsovolos to the starting line-up 
in place of Henrik Breimyr whose parent club, 
Aldershot Town, did want him cup tied. 

Early on Eastleigh were given a scare when, follow¬ 
ing a free kick from Dale Evans, Lewis Summers 
headed against the top of the crossbar. 

Eastleigh came back and both Tom Jordan and 
Andy Forbes went close before Jordace Holder- 
Spooner hit the crossbar. 

In the 25th minute Eastleigh took the lead when a 
corner on the right from Montgomery resulted in 
Andy Forbes flicking the ball on for TOM JORDAN to 
score. 

The home team went further ahead nine minutes 
later when another corner resulted in ANDY FORBES 
scoring from close range. 

However, Cinderford almost replied instantly when 
Jordan was adjudged to have fouled in the penalty 
area but Gareth Barfoot was able to save both 
Dwight Whittington’s penalty and the follow-up shot. 

Eastleigh had a goal disallowed before half-time. 

They were looking comfortable but their task was 
made even easier when ANDY WHITE, who had 
come on as a substitute, raced clear and scored with 
his second attempt.

Mooncat gets 
Clarke purring 

SALISBURY City have welcomed back popular striker Robbie 
Matthews on an initial month’s loan from Newport County. 

Having played a key role in City’s rise from the 
Southern/Ryman Leagues to the Conference National, 
Matthews left for Kidderminster Harriers in the opening week 
of the 2009/10 campaign. 

He scored 44 goals in 215 appearances during two previous 
spells with Salisbury which were straddled around stops at 
Eastleigh and Bemerton Heath Harlequins. 

Matthews, pictured left, affectionately known as ‘Mooncat’ 
by Whites supporters, joined Newport in the summer of 2010 
since when he has been out on loan at Forest Green Rovers. 

He marked his return to the Salisbury ranks with a man-of- 
the-match performance against Eastbourne Borough last 
Saturday, scoring their second goal in a 3-0 Blue Square Bet 
South win. 

Matthews immediately gave the Whites a different dimen¬ 
sion with his aerial power and Whites’ player-manager Darrell 
Clarke said afterwards: “It was a good, workmanlike perfor¬ 
mance and I thought we asked a lot of questions with balls 
into the box. 

“Big Robbie Matthews came back and put himself about 
and we picked up bits and pieces and scored a couple of 
goals like that.” 

Commenting on Matthews’ latest return to Old Sarum, 
Clarke - whose side are sixth in the BSB South - said: “We’re 
pleased to bring Robbie 
back for a month. It will 
definitely freshen up our 
attack.” 
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FAWLEY AFC’s Sam Wiltshire 
has exploded the myth that it 
takes an experienced, old head 
to handle the pressure of tak¬ 
ing penalties. 

At just 17 and a half, Wiltshire - son 
of team boss, Paul - has been deadly 
for the Oilers from 12 yards since tak¬ 
ing over the duties from Callum Earl. 

During Earl’s recent absence, 
Wiltshire has twice stepped up to the 
spot with positive results. 

He kept a cool, calm head in the 
opening minutes at Romsey Town 
last Saturday to set the Oilers on 
their way to a 3-1 FA Vase second 
qualifying round victory. 

“You usually think of a more expe¬ 
rienced player taking penalties, but 
Sam’s always been confident about 
taking them,” said Wiltshire snr. 

“He used to take them when he was 
at Eastleigh and he’ll always step for¬ 
ward to take the first one in a penalty 
shootout.” 

Although Earl was due back from 
holiday for today’s home game 
against Newport IoW, he won’t be 
reclaiming the penalty-taking duties 
any time soon. 

“I told him before he went away 
that he wouldn’t be on penalties any 
more - much to his disgust!” smiled 
team boss Wiltshire. 

“Since I’ve been at the club 
Callum’s had three penalties and 
hasn’t scored any of them. 

“He strikes a lovely ball and you’d 
usually put your mortgage on him to 
score. 

“Whether I’ve put the mockers on 
him, I don’t know. 

“When we got one over at Brading, 
the chairman was stood alongside 
the dugout and I said ‘oh no, not 
Callum!’ when he (Earl) stepped up to 
take it. 

“The chairman looked at me all 
accusingly and said ‘what’s wrong 
with Callum?’ and I said he hadn’t 
scored a penalty since I’d been at the 
club. 

“Sure enough Callum missed and 
the chairman turned round and said: 
‘Perhaps you’re right!”’ 

As things turned out, Fawley won 
that Brading game 2-1. But it was the 


Islanders who took the lead after 
Earl’s penalty had been saved, leav¬ 
ing the Oilers to hit back with two 
goals in the last ten minutes. 

“We’re a young side and we need to 
take those chances,” said Wiltshire. 
“Not long after we’d missed the 
penalty, Brading went down the 
other end and scored. Had we lost the 
game 1-0, it would have been very 
disappointing.” 

Wiltshire’s penalty at Romsey, 
awarded for handball by Ross 
Gregory, was followed by a cracking 
25-yard Steve Hall free-kick which 
doubled the Oilers’ advantage. 

Simon De’Ath hit back from the 
spot and Romsey had another penal¬ 
ty appeal turned down for a foul on 


Chris Morris before Lewis Ross’s 
screamer made the tie safe for 
Fawley. 

“Romsey’s penalty was dubious,” 
said Wiltshire. “My other lad, Adam, 
was clearing the ball and Romsey’s 
Ben White came in from behind and 
caught him as he tried to nick it. 

“But five minutes later one of the 
Romsey lad’s (Chris Morris) ran from 
the halfway line and was pulled down 
which, for me, was a stonewall penal¬ 
ty. But I think the ref realised his ear¬ 
lier mistake and evened things up.” 

Romsey boss Wayne Mew said: “I 
thought they were both penalties and 
the one against us was harsh because 
Ross Gregory had his arms down by 
his side. 


“When I spoke to ref, he said 
‘nobody complained’ and I said that 
was because we were all so stunned 
he’d given it! 

“We were behind after two or three 
minutes which put us on the back 
foot, but Fawley probably deserved 
the win.” 

Wiltshire agreed: “I thought it was 
well deserved. We dominated the 
first 20 minutes before Romsey came 
at us a bit. 

“We started the second half slowly 
and Romsey could have got back into 
the game, but our keeper Jon Page 
made a couple of good saves.” 

Fawley’s reward is an October 22 
trip to Western One outfit Shrewton 
United in the first round proper.

STUART Hussey says 
Lymington Town’s financial 
status has been blown out 
of all proportion. 

The Southampton Road man¬ 
ager is keen to lift the pressure 
off his players by unburdening 
them of what he insists is a 
false ‘big spenders’ tag. 

“We’re not a team that pays 
nothing, but we’re not among 
the top three or four paying 
big money either,” he said. 

“The club themselves are 
putting no more than expenses 
into the budget and, from their 
point of view, they would 
really like to finish in the top 
eight. 

“The expectation of finish¬ 
ing higher than that comes 
from Matt (co-manager Matt 
Hussey) and myself who 
have targeted the top four. 

“Twenty-two teams can’t 
all win the league, but 
Lymington have set them¬ 
selves up as a top-eight club 
and we feel we’re in the 
same boat as Bournemouth 
Poppies, Hamworthy and so 
on. 

“Matt and I have set our 
sights on going as high as we 
can and we’d be extremely dis¬ 
appointed if we don’t make the 
top four. But we still maintain 
that, for us, a top-four finish 
would be the equivalent of 
winning the league.” 

Talk of ‘big spending 
Lymington’ refuses to go 
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away, however, and, pre¬ 
dictably, Town have become 
one of those clubs that every¬ 
one aspires to beat. 

“It’s not sour grapes, but 
teams are upping their perfor¬ 
mances when they play us 
because people keep saying

we’re paying a lot of money,” 
said Hussey. 

“But we’ve got a squad of 14 
or 15 players and for people to 
say they’re on big money is 
just not true. They’re on noth¬ 
ing of the sort. 

“There are three main rea¬ 
sons players have joined us - 
firstly because they get terrific 
coaching from Dave Puckett; 


secondly they’ve come to play 
for me and Matt; and thirdly 
because of the great team spir¬ 
it we’ve got here with every¬ 
one playing together. 

“Our players are expected to 
do well - and rightly so 
because they’re extremely tal¬ 
ented. 

“But there seems to be a real 
weight of expectation on their 
shoulders and I need to take 
the pressure off our boys a 
bit. 

“We’re a new team and 
we’re still getting used to 
playing together in what is a 
very competitive league. 

“You can’t look at the fix¬ 
ture and say ‘we’ve got 
Hayling, Horndean or Fawley 
coming up, so that’s three 
points guaranteed.’ It doesn’t 
work like that. 

“I’ve noticed that any team is 
capable of beating anyone else 
on their day. 

“We’re going about our busi¬ 
ness quietly, but we’ve not got 
the finances of some of the 
other clubs who have 
Southern League centre for¬ 
wards playing at Wessex 
League level.”

NEW boss Glenn Burnett launched his New 
Milton Town salvage operation this week by 
signing three of his former Romsey charges.

“Richie Phippard, the New Milton secre¬ 
tary, turned to me afterwards and said ‘what 
a player he is.’ 

“Callum was at (AFC) Totton as a young¬ 
ster and then went to Romsey. 

“He came to Blackfield in the summer but 
pulled a hamstring in pre-season against 
Havant & Waterlooville, so no one really got 
to see him at the time and he didn’t play one 
minute of football for them.” 

Burnett’s third ex-Romsey signing is mid¬ 
fielder Nathan Bailey, who spent time at 
Farnborough in his teens and left Romsey to 
go to Australia for a year. 

With New Milton deep in trouble at the foot 
of the Wessex Premier, there will be several 
more signings to follow and Burnett is relish¬ 
ing the opportunity to revive the fortunes of 
the ailing New Forest club. 

The 37-year-old, a qualified UEFA B coach, 
replaced former bosses Steve May and 
Darran Atkins who failed to bank a point in 
their six league games in charge. 

Burnett, who will be assisted by John 
McFarlane, said: “The squad is light and a 
few are a little shy on fitness. 

“There are reasons why the team conced¬ 
ed 27 goals in their first six games and we 
are looking to address them. 

“I’ve looked at the next few games and the 
fixtures have been fairly kind because we 
miss a few of the big boys. Every game is 
going to be tough for us but, hopefully, we 
can get some points on the board. 

“I don’t think the league is at its strongest 
this season and there are other clubs on 
small budgets who are doing fantastically 
well. 

“The job doesn’t frighten me and there is 
no reason why we can’t turn things round. 

But it is not going to happen overnight 
because it is almost like starting again.” 

If New Milton’s future opponents are any¬ 
thing like as indisciplined as Hayling, 

Burnett’s task might not be as tough as he 
first thought. 

The Humbugs ended Tuesday’s game with 
eight men having had Jack Salter-Vaile and 
Lenny Burney sent off for two bookings and 
substitute Julian Boniface shown a straight 
red for a late tackle. 

Hayling also had manager Lee Paul and 
kitman Rob Lilley dismissed from the tech¬ 
nical area, while New Milton ended the con¬ 
test with an unblemished disciplinary 
record. 

“It was the first time I have seen anybody 
smile since I’ve been at the club,” laughed 
Burnett afterwards. “I don’t think they have 
had too much to smile about this season. 

“Even though Hayling had three men sent 
off, I thought we played better against 11.”

JAMIE Brown says the time he 
spent away from Eastleigh last 
season made him appreciate how 
much playing Conference South 
football means to him.

THE Rose Bowl’s exclusion from 
the Ashes series of 2013 and 
2015 was greeted with some 
surprise and a lot of disappoint¬ 
ment at the home of Hampshire 
Cricket. 

While Lord’s, the Oval and Trent 
Bridge can look forward to hosting 
Ashes Tests in both the 2013 and 2015 
series, Durham’s Riverside ground 
and Cardiffs Swalec Stadium are 
also pleased to be hosting an Ashes 
Test alongside Old Trafford and 
Edgbaston in the next four years. 

The Rose Bowl is unfortunate to 
miss out, but with only seven Tests 
staged in England every summer 
and Lord’s guaranteed two of them, 
there was always going to be at least 
one camp unhappy with the Ashes 
allocation. 

Redevelopment has taken place, or 
is planned, at the other established 
stadia and since the Rose Bowl was 
built a decade ago The Swalec 
Stadium and the Riverside ground 
have been built. 

With the competition to stage inter¬ 
nationals fiercer than ever, the nine 
‘Category A’ grounds are all making 
determined efforts to raise the bar. 

LORD’S 

123 Tests, 52 ODIs, 8 Twenty20 
internationals 

Work on a £400m redevelopment of 
Lord’s will begin after the 2012 
Olympics as the Marylebone Cricket 
Club seek to ensure that two Tests 
are staged at the home of cricket 
every summer. 

But with a naming rights deal 
ruled out to maintain the ground’s 
traditions, the MCC is seeking 
investors to fund the ambitious pro¬ 
ject. 

It includes the increasing of the 
capacity at headquarters to 40,000 
with the building of five new stands 
and the renovation of disused 
Victorian railway tunnels under¬ 
neath the ground to create a subter¬ 
ranean village. 

The development committee 
includes Mike Atherton and Sir 
John Major and the Swiss architects, 
Herzog & de Meuron, who were 
responsible for designing the Tate

But work is yet to begin on the 
planned £32m Hilton hotel at the 
Northern End, which will be The 
Rose Bowl’s crowning glory when 
complete. 

Having seen off a bid for a judicial 
review from three rival hotel compa¬ 
nies, work on the 175-bed hotel has 
been delayed further. 

Work was initially delayed until 
this month, with much of the funding 
in the form of a loan from Eastleigh 
Borough Council.

Hatton: Khan 
can give 
Mayweather 
a run lor 
his Money 

FORMER dual-weight world 
champion Ricky Hatton has 
backed Amir Khan to succeed 
where he failed and get the bet¬ 
ter of Floyd ‘Money’ 

Mayweather. 

Hatton, a champion at welter¬ 
weight and light-welterweight 
during his glittering career, suf¬ 
fered his maiden defeat when he 
was stopped by the American in 
Las Vegas in December 2007. 

Although the Mancunian recov¬ 
ered to win two more fights, he 
was never the same again and 
was pummelled by Manny 
Pacquiao in May 2009 - a defeat 
that would eventually signal the 
end of his career. 

Mayweather is still going 
strong, though, and recently 
extended his unbeaten career to 
42 fights when he knocked out 
Victor Ortiz. 

However, a bout to decide the 
world’s best fighter between him 



and Pacquiao remains a distant 
prospect, and Hatton’s fellow 
Lancastrian Khan, pictured 
above, has emerged as a strong 
contender to face the 34-year- 
old. 

Having recovered from his 
defeat to Breidis Prescott to 
post wins against quality oppo¬ 
nents such as Marco Antonio 
Barrera and Zab Judah, there is 
a growing train of thought that 
Khan could be the man to trou¬ 
ble Mayweather. 

Hatton agrees, and said: “Amir 
is looking sensational and has 
never looked back from that 
first-round knockout defeat. 

“He’s won two world titles now 
at the light-welterweight division. 
Timothy Bradley would argue 
about who is in the number one 
spot (to face Mayweather), but 
there’s no doubt in my mind that 
it’s Amir Khan. 

“He’s proved that and it’s only 
a matter of time before Amir will 
do what all fighters want to do. 
Once you’ve proved yourself in a 
division, you want to move up a 
division and win a world title in 
another division. 

“I was fortunate enough to do 
that, and I think Amir is well on 
course to do that. A few years 
ago, you’d have said ‘no, Floyd 
Mayweather is a step too far’, 
but the way he (Khan) is per¬ 
forming now, it certainly isn’t.” 
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MANCHESTER City striker Carlos 
Tevez sparked controversy this week 
following claims he refused to play 
when told to come on as a substitute 
against Bayern Munich in Tuersday’s 
Champions League match. 

Here, The Sports Pink takes a look at 
examples of some other sporting 
protests. 

BLACK POWER SALUTE - 

Probably the most iconic sporting 
protest of all time came at the Mexico 
Olympics in 1968. Americans Tommie 
Smith and John Carlos had claimed 
gold and bronze medals in the 200m, 
Smith claiming his gold in a new world 
record. 

During the medal ceremony, both 
men raised their black-gloved fists, 
heads bowed in protest over civil rights 
abuses in the United States. As a 
result, both men were stripped of their 
medals, thrown out of the Olympic 
Village and sent home. 


GARY NEVILLE LEADS SUPPORT 
FOR RIO FERDINAND - Rio 


Ferdinand’s failure to take a drugs test 
landed him an eight-month ban, pre¬ 
vented the Manchester United defend¬ 
er from taking part at Euro 



2004. 

In the run-up to that 
tournament, England 
players, led by 
Ferdinand’s Old 
Trafford team-mate 
Neville, warned if 
the centre-half was 
not allowed to play 
in the qualifier against 
Turkey, they would 
walk out in a show 
of support. The FA FERDINAND 
smoothed things 
over, but not before 
the players released a damning state¬ 
ment, claiming: "It is our opinion that 
the organisation we represent has not 
only let down one of our team-mates, 
but the England squad and its manag¬ 
er. We feel they have failed us very 
badly.” 


TARANGO STORMS OFF AT WIM¬ 
BLEDON - The All England Club had 
never seen anything quite like it before 
when American Jeff Tarango was left 
fuming by decisions going against him 
from chair umpire Bruno Rebeuh in his 
third-round match with Alexander 
Mronz at the 1995 championships. 

The Californian told the jeering crowd 
to ‘shut up’ before calling for the tour¬ 
nament supervisor. He screamed 
‘That’s it, I’m not playing” before berat¬ 
ing Rebeuh as the “most corrupt offi¬ 
cial in the game” as he stormed off 
Court 13. Tarango defaulted the match 
and was banned for two Grand Slam 
tournaments and fined $63,000. 


DARREN CAMPBELL GIVES LAP 
OF HONOUR THE SWERVE - British 
sprinter Darren Campbell decided not 
to join his team-mates on their lap of 
honour following 4x100m gold at the 
Euro Championships in Gothenburg. 

He was protesting at the inclusion of 
Dwain Chambers, just months after his 
return from a two-year doping ban. 

Campbell had to give back his 2002 
European Championships relay gold 
and a 2003 World Championship silver 
medal because of Chambers’ positive 
drugs test. 

PAKISTAN PAY THE PENALTY 
OVER HAIR-GATE - Test cricket saw 
its first ever forfeiture at the Oval in 
2006 when the Pakistan team protest¬ 
ed at the decision of umpire Darrell 
Hair to penalise them five runs for ball¬ 
tampering. The tourists stayed in their 
dressing room at the end of the tea 
interval, and England were handed a 3- 
0 series win as the final day of the 
fourth Test was never played. 



HE is best known for helping 
Great Britain’s hockey team 
win Olympic gold at Seoul 
1988, but David Faulkner is 
focused on creating a legacy to 
last long after London 2012. 

Now England Hockey’s 
Performance Director, Faulkner 
was at Fareham Hockey Club this 
week to launch the ‘Are We Ready?’ 
tour with the first of ten roadshows 
that look ahead to next summer and 
beyond. 

At London 2012, Great Britain’s 
teams will have their best chance of 
a podium place for 24 years. 

“Both teams are competitively 
placed,” said 48-year-old Faulkner. 

“Since London was awarded the 
Games in 2005, they have both 
climbed from 11th to fourth in the 
world rankings. 

“And since Beijing 2008 the men 
have won the European Cup, 


reached the World Cup semi-final 
and won a silver medal at the 
Champions Trophy. 

“These are achievements we 
haven’t had since the 1980s and 
we’re continuing to beat teams in a 
competitive group just above and 
below us in the world rankings. 

“In the last few years the women 
have also been successful, winning 
European bronze, World Cup bronze 
for the first time and Champions 
Trophy bronze for the first time 
ever.” 

The most reason major tourna¬ 
ment saw both teams return from 
the European Championships with 
bronze medals in August 

“People have asked if I was disap¬ 
pointed with that but we always say 
that the aim is to get to the semi¬ 
finals of every competition and then 
you are in a position to get on the 
podium,” continued Faulkner. 

“That becomes a habit. If you look 
at cycling, rowing, sailing and 
canoeing, it’s about being in that 
window when anything can happen 
on the day.” 

Hockey has always been played at 
a fast pace, helped by the abolition of 
offside and the introduction of 
rolling substitutes in the 1990s. 

It is even more spectator friendly 
following the revision in 2009 of the 
‘free hit’ rule, which now enables 
players to continue the game with¬ 
out passing to a teammate. 

“Football can learn from that, it 
keeps the ball in play for longer,” 
said Faulkner. 

With the 630,000 Olympic hockey 
tickets already sold, Faulkner is 
excited about how much interest 
could be generated by a medal-win¬ 
ning Games for one or both teams. 

The former Havant full-back only 
needs to think back to 1988 to be 
reminded of hockey’s potential. 

“The interest was huge and that 
was without satellite coverage and 
internet,” he remembered. 

“We had a crowd of 1,200 for our 
first home game of the following sea¬ 
son against Southgate, who won the 
European Cup three times during 
the 1980s. 

“That might not sound much but 
we were used to two men and a dog! 

“It’s a fantastic opportunity for our

sport. 

“We’ll never get the support that 
football, rugby and cricket enjoy but 
what we can do is enhance the pro¬ 
file to get more people watching as 
well as playing. 

“We have to make sure we are 
ready for more interest and learn 
from the legacy left by the success of 
the 2003 Rugby World Cup and the 
2005 Ashes. 

“The cloud of 1988 is a bit like the 
effect of 1966 on the football team, 
but we are all about the future and 
the men’s and women’s team will 
have every chance to fulfil their 
potential. 

“Our coaching system is the 
strongest it’s ever been, we’re devel¬ 
oping a lot of very good players and 


we’re getting better at it. 

“It’s not just about getting teams to 
the Games in 2012, we’re also look¬ 
ing further ahead to Rio 2016.” 

Faulkner believes that many of the 
team will have benefited from com¬ 
peting at Beijing 2008, where the 
men finished fifth - GB’s best finish 
for 20 years - and the women were 
sixth. 

“An interesting statistic is that 70 
per cent of medal-winning athletes 
have been to a previous Olympic 
Games. 

“The teams won’t be exactly the 
same as four years ago but there will 
be several survivors and that bodes 
well. 

“It was a bit like that in Seoul. 
Although I didn’t go to Los Angeles 


in 1984, two thirds of the team had 
been to the previous Games in LA. 

“Once again, there are enough 
players with that experience to sup¬ 
port both teams.” 

Rob Moore, a former pupil at King 
Edward VI school in Southampton, 
and Southampton-born Alex Danson 
were Hampshire’s hockey represen¬ 
tatives in 2008 and will be key play¬ 
ers in the respective teams at 
London 2012. 

Who will provide the toughest 
competition? 

“It’s so tight amongst the top 
teams,” said Faulkner. 

“Australia have the world’s num¬ 
ber one men’s team but we beat 
them at the World Cup. 

“Germany and Holland are above 
us and the likes of Spain, Pakistan 
and Korea will also challenge.” 

Hockey is a fast growing sport in 
Argentina, who have the number 
one women’s team. 

“We played them in the World Cup 
last year in front of 17,000 people and 
there were more locked out!” laughs 
Faulkner. 

“Holland and Germany are also 
ranked highly and Korea, South 
Africa and New Zealand are not far 
behind. 

“It should be a fantastic Games for 
hockey, which will be played at an 
open-air stadium in Olympic Park.”

AUSTRALIA Day looks a 
classy recruit to the chas¬ 
ing ranks as he makes his 
debut over fences at 
Huntingdon. 

There are not that many 150- 
rated hurdlers plying their 
trade in novice company at 
this stage of the season, so Paul 
Webber’s eight-year-old will 
certainly be worth watching. 

Winner of Market Rasen’s 
Summer Hurdle last year, 
Australia Day then won a fair 
event at Kempton in October 
before finding a switch back up 
in class at Wincanton too much 
and faded tamely. 

Webber did not run him 
again until tackling the Ascot 
Stakes, in which he also failed 
to figure, a comment which 
applies to his effort at the 
Shergar Cup meeting. 

Australia Day then paid the 
price for trying to match 
strides with Overturn in a 
decent contest at Perth so it is 
no surprise Webber has opted 
to switch disciplines. 

He has reportedly been 
schooling well and if Australia 
Day turns up on top form, he 
will take some beating in the 
Huntingdon Novices’ Chase. 

The Fonz is an eyecatching 
National Hunt debutant in the 
TurfTV Novices’ Hurdle. 

Three times a winner for Sir 
Michael Stoute, he claimed a 
competitive prize at York last 
summer before failing to find 
his feet in five starts this year. 

Now with Renee Robeson, the 


five-year-old could be anything 
over obstacles. 

Webber should also have a 
hand in the finish of 
Uttoxeter’s Banner Marquees 
Novices’ Chase with Icy Colt. 

The five-year-old is still pret¬ 
ty lightly raced but has victo¬ 
ries over hurdles and fences to 
his credit in nine starts so far. 

He only won a novice hurdle 
last October but after spending 
the winter over the smaller 
obstacles, Webber has been 
eager to tackle fences with 
him. 

Icy Colt was a narrow second 
on his chase debut but he 
learnt plenty for the experi¬ 
ence and really knuckled down 
to gain the day at Uttoxeter 
next time. 

A disappointing field of just 
three runners are set to line up 
here but Icy Colt looks a solid 
performer. 

Four-time Flat winner Lexi’s 
Boy is one to note in the Urwin 
Second Half Century Juvenile 
Hurdle at Kelso. 

He was snapped up for 60,000 
guineas by Donald McCain at 
Tattersalls in July and it is 
easy to see why after ending 
his campaign with a rating of 
80. 

While all of his four wins 
came on the all-weather at 
Wolverhampton and Dundalk, 
he also showed an aptitude for 
turf when placing at Chester 
and Carlisle. 

He looks pretty versatile in 
terms of ground and could be a 
nice autumn prospect for the 
McCain team.
